ROME, Nov. 14.—Premier Mus- 
solini said today the Chamber of 
Deputies of Italy, which does not 
please him, is to be replaced by the 
National Council of Corporations. 

He said this transformation of 
the legislative body would not be 
accomplished immediately but that 
when the new Chamber meets next 
year it will be called"upon at once 
‘to decide its fate.” 

The Premier made this announce- 
ment in a speech before the con- 
vention of the National Council of 
Corporations and said the council, 
as the chief body of the powerful 
corporative system, must become a 
substitute for the Chamber. 

He commented in his speech that 
the Chamber had never pleased

vy is, he said, that there is insuf- 
ficient time before the election in 
March which, therefore, will take 
place in the customary fashion.

DETROIT, Nov. 14.—Henry Ford 
today began to make his own steel 
as a result of rising steel prices. 
The Ford company let it be 
known that it had re-opened four 
of its nine open-hearth furnaces 
and one blast furnace. The fur- 
naces have been idle for more than 
a year and a half. Ford steel has 
risen $10 a ton within the last 
few weeks. 
The furnaces now in operation 
comprise about 20 per cent of the 
steel production capacity of* the 
Rouge plant. 
The furnaces have been equipped 
to produce not only fine alloy steel 
—for which purpose they have 
hitherto been used—but also plain 
carbon steel which Ford has been 
buying.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov, 14.—A 
committee of three was appointed 
by the House of Representatives to- 
day to conduct an investigation of 
lobbyists and lobbying activities in 
the State Capitol. 


Speaker Meredith named Repre- 
sentative Herman O. Maxey of But- 
ler, the author of the resolution; 
Henry P. Lay of Warsaw and Law- 
rence Presley of Dallas County to 
the committee. All have been critics 
of the lobby, have opposed bills fa- 
vored by privately-owned utilities, 
and all had leading parts in the op- 
position to the Buford bill which 
the utilities favored in the regular 
session of the Legislature. 

The resolution directs the com- 

mittee to investigate the lobbyists 
and their methods, and clothes the 
committee with power to subpena 
corporation books and records for 
the purpose of disclosing disburse- 
ments for legislative purposes. 
The Maxey resolution is not lim- 
ited to the lobby in opposition to 
the municipal utilities biHs of the 
public works program, but ‘was 
made broad enough to inquire into 
the activities of the opposition to 
the sales tax and other measures 
of the Governor's program. 


"Unusual Lobby Activity.” 
“Public attention should be called 
to the unusual actiyity of the lob- 
byists and to the fact that they are 
now as numerous in Jefferson City 
as when they were endeavoring to 
pass the Buford mystery bill at the 
regular session,” Maxey said, in 
speaking to his motion for adop- 
tion of the resolution. 

“I recognize the fact that utility 
companies and private business in- 
'terests have the right of petition to 
the Legislature. I recognize the 
fact that they have a perfect right 
to appear before committees of the 
Legislature and present their argu- 
ments, just as any citizen of the 
State has. If they stopped with the 
legitimate exercise of those rights,

GORE DENOUNCES 
SYNDICATE DEAL 


Senator Says Wall Street 
Wolves Must Mend Ways 
or Public Will Close the 
Exchanges.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.— Aleg- 
end of Christmas, with Harry Sin- 
clair and the Rockefellers alternat- 
ing as Santa Claus, enlivened this 
afternoon’s session of the Senate 
stock market investigation. Al- 


though the narrator was no less an 
authority than Santa Sinclair, the 
committee listened with blunt ex- 
pressions of incredulity as he told 
how the Rockefellers went out of 
their way to make some money for 
an independent old man, how San- 
ta Sinclair cheerfully permitted 
$75,000 of his own oney to be 
handed to a competitor without 
asking why. 

The iegend had its origin in the 
celebrated stock market operation 
whereby Sinclair and group of as- 
sociates reaped a profit of more 
than $12,000,000 in 1929 by speculat- 
ing in Sinclair stock. It culminat- 
ed in the touching story of how 
William §. Fitzpatrick, then pres- 
ident of the Prarie Oil and Gas Co., 
received an outright gift of $300,000, 
because the Rockefellers “wanted 
to make some money for him,” and 
Sinclair was willing to donate $75,- 
000, even though Fitzpatrick was 
one of his competitors. 


Negotiating for Merger at Time. 


Does it sound a trifle confusing? 
The committee seemed to think so, 
but the grim-jowled oil magnate 
professed to be unable to enlighten 
it. He did say that he was nego- 
tiating at the time for the purchase 
of Fitzpatrick’s company, and he 
did add that subsequently he ac- 
quired it and made Fitzpatrick vice- 
president of the Sinclair Company, 
but he saw no connection between 
that transaction and the gift to 
Ftzpatrick. 

The connection of the Rockefel- 
lers appeared in an even vaguer 
light—a veritable Christmas eve 
twilight, in fact—and none of the 
spectators gave more indications 
of bewilderment than did Winthrop 
Aldrich, brother-in-law and banker 
of John D. Jr., who sat a few feet 
away during the recital. 

Sinclair never did like Sen- 
ate committees and his opinion has 
not improved since he served a jail 
term for refusing to_testify before 
one a few years ago. The oil mag- 
nate made that perfectly plain this 
afternoon when he appeared before 
the committee to answer questions 
about the deal whereby he and a 
few associates made profits of more 
than $12,000,000 in 1929 by specu- 
lating in the stock of his own cor- 
poration. 

Replying to provocative questions 
from Committee Counsel Pecora, 
Sinclair coolly acknowledged that 
he did not acquaint his directors 
and stockholders with important 
aspects of the deal, and as coolly 
asked: “Why should I?” 

Not Concerned in Least. 

The fact that 1,300,000 shares of 
the steck was delivered to himself 
and his associates at $30 a share 
when it was bringing $35 and up- 
ward in the open market, did not 
concern him in the least, he said. 
The contract of sale, signed when 
the price was rocketing upward, 
called for $80, and Sinelair stood 
upon the letter of the bond. His 
profit from the transaction was 
more than $2,000,000—and he was 
not required to put up a red penny. 

Details of the operation, ag re- 
lated by another witness, had 
prompted Senator Gore (Dem.) 
Oklahoma, to remark this morn- 
ing that, unless the big bad wolves 
of Wall Street mended their ways 
in a hurry, public indignation would 
force Congress to close all the stock 
exchanges in the country. 

Shared in Syndicate. 

In addition to Sinclair the syndi- 
cate which bought and later sold 
the stock consisted of Arthur W. 
Cutten, Chicago speculator; Blair 
& Co., New York investment house, 
and the Chase Securities Corpora- 
tion, a subsidiary of Chase Nation- 
al Bank. The eventual profits, how- 
ever, were distributed among a 
number of lucky ones, including Al- 
bert Wiggin, then head of the Chase 
Bank, 


Sinclair said the idea of selling 
the stock originated “with my di- 
rectors and myself,” but he couldn't 
recall whether he discussed it with 
the directors before he first ap- 


proached Arthur Cutten. None of 
the. discussions with the directors

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counsel, who sat beside him. But 
Stanford could contribute nothing. 
Asked why he didn’t offer the 


stock to his stockholders, Sine'air 
said he didn’t think they would pay 
$30 a share for it. They knew it 
had only earned 89 cents a share 
the preceding year. He added that 
he “left the room” while his direc- 
tors were voting to approve the 
contract, “because I was person- 
ally interested.” 

“That’s what the members of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion do,” remarked Senator Couz- 
ens, Michigan Independent. 

“Please don’t compare me to 
Government officials,’ Sinclair re 
plied in mocking tones. He was 
taking no pains to conceal how he 
felt about the Government in gen- 
eral and Senate committees in 
particular. 

Ruloff Cutten’s Testimony on Sin- 
clair Deal. 

Ruloff Cutten, a New York brok- 
er, this morning described the op- 
eration whereby a syndicate of fi- 
nanciers and their friends made a 
profit of more than $12,000,000 in 
1929 speculating in Sinelair oil 
stock, without putting up a cent of 
their own money. Cutten was the 
broker actually in charge of the 
floor trading, and is a cousin of 
Arthur W. Cutten, the Chicago 
speculator who managed the deal. 

Ruloff Cutten exhibited a better 
memory for detail than was dis- 
played on the stand last week by 
Cousin Arthur, but he was vague 
on vital points often, as he ex- 
plained, because they never were 
explained to him by the principals 
for whom he was acting. For in- 
stance, nobody ever told him why 
$300,000 of the profits was handed 
over to William S. Fitzpatrick, pres- 
ident of the Prairie Oil Co., a Sin- 
clair competitor. Nor did he ever 
ask. 
As if the committee had not al- 
ready been sufficiently impressed 
by the disclosure that none of the 
beneficiaries were required to in- 
vest money, Ruloff Cutten added a 
new touch of magic today by relat- 
ing that they had already made a 
paper profit of more than $6,000,- 
000 in the stock before they even 
signed the agreement to purchase 
it. ; 

It was easier than taking eandy 
off a Christmas tree—they didn’t 
even have to reach for it. 

Purpose of the Deal. 
In October, 1929, a group of four 
parties, to wit, Harry Sinclair, Ar- 
thur Cutten, the Chase Securities 
Co., a subsidiary of the Chase Na- 
tional Bank, and Blair & Co. a 
New York investment firm, agreed 
to purchase from the Sinclair Con- 
solidated Oil Corporation 1,130,000 
shares of its stock at $30 a share. 
Sinclair’s purpose, Ruloff Cutten 
said, was to “raise working capi- 
tal” for his company. 
“Did he say anything about of- 
fering this stock to his old stock- 
holders?” inquired Ferdinand Pe- 
cora, committee counsel. “No, I’m 
sure he did not,” was the reply. 
“Did he explain why he wanted 
to dispose of the stock at a pri- 
vate sale rather than on the open 
market?” “No, sir.” 


“I Can’t Recall.” 


The witness said the negotiations 
for the purchase began in August, 
and continued steadily up to the 
day the contract was signed, on 
Oct. 24. When Sinclair first ap- 
proached Arthur Cutten on the sub- 
ject, the witness said, the market 
price of the stock was $28, and 
Cutten objected to paying $30. How- 
ever, when the contract of sale was 
signed, the market price was slight- 
ly more than $35 a share. 

“What was said by Mr. Sinclair 
or the other purchasers about ob- 
taining the consent of the Sinelair 
beard of directors?” Pecora asked. 
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“I can’t recall that it was ever men- 
tioned.” 

“During all these negotiations 
the other parties took it for grant- 
ed that the Sinclair board would 
ratify the sale?” “I suppose so.” 

“Maintaining the Price.” 

As soon as it had contracted for 
the purchase, the syndicate organ- 
ized a second group to trade in the 
stock in the open market, for the 
purpose of “maintaining the price.” 
Nearly 30 “sub-participants” were 
invited to join the trading group, 


and to share in any profits that 
might derive from its operations. 

Prior to the signing of the pur- 
chase contract, trading in the stock 
had averaged about 30,000 shares 
a day. On the day it was signed, 
more than 500,000 shares were 
traded in, and on the following day 
493,000 were traded in. The price 
soared. 

The first actual delivery of the 
stock to the syndicate was on Dec. 
27 and consisted of 500,000 shares. 
But béfore that date arrived, the 
syndicate already had sold 200,000 
shares which it did not possess at 
prices ranging around $35 and up- 
ward. 

Buying or Unloading. 

“Where did you get the stock that 
you sold?” Pecora asked. “Borrowed 
it from other brokers,” was Ruloff 
Cutten’s reply. 

“Then this really was short sell- 
ing?” “That’s correct.” 

The remarkable consequence of 
this operation was that, before the 
syndicate received its first consign- 
ment of the stock, it had sold 200,- 
000 shares at a profit of more than 
$6,000,000. The sum thus received 
was sufficient to serve as a margin 
on subsequent deliveries, so that 
the purchasers never were required 
to put up any money of their own. 
And no matter how high the mar- 
ket price went, the syndicate, un- 
der the eontract, continued to take 
over the stock from the Sinclair 
company at $30 a share. 

Throughout the operation § the 
“trading account” busied itself ‘in 
the market, buying the stock when 
the price dipped, and unloading 
when the price rose—or, as Ruloff 
Cutten preferred to put it, “when 
there was a public demand for it.” 

Tom, Dick and Harry. 

“You speak of a ‘public demand,’ 
interposed Senator Gore, “but isn't 
it a factthat Tom, Dick and Harry 
were buying his stock because 
they thought it was worth it?” “I 
assume so,” the witness replied. 

“And, of course, they didn’t know 
at the tirne that the price was ke- 
ing boomed by a secret trading 
agency which would withdraw from 
the market as soon as the gsyndi-. 
cate had succeeded in disposing of 
its 1,300,000 shares at a profit?” 
“The public didn’t know it,” Cutten 
agreed. 

“There was nothing on the ticcer 
to show the public that the trading 
agency was working in conjunetion 
with a syndicate which had the 
stock to sell?” Pecora added. ‘No, 
sig," 

“Do you call that a free, open 
market, where prices seek their 
own. level in response to normal 
supply and demand?” Cutton said 
the phe undoubtedly was influ- 
enced by the activity of the trading 
account, 
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SENATE ACCEPTS 
DARK’S CHALLENGE 
TOUT SARE 


Donnelly Offers Bill for Re- 
ductions Ranging From 5 
to 20 Pct., Excepting 
Elective Officers.

\JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 14— 
The Senate today accepted Gov. 
Park’s challenge to make further 
reductions in the salaries and oper- 
ating expenses of State depart- 
ments, through introduction of a 
bill by Senator Donnelly of Leba- 
non, Democratic majority floor 
leader, providing sharp cuts in vir- 
tually all official salaries in excess 
of $1500 a year. : 

The question of salary reductions 
has been passed back and forth be- 
tween the Senate and Governor, 
while State employes have awaited 
with concern the salary slashing 
anticipated as inevitable. 

A recent Senate resolution, call- 
ing on the Governor to make re- 
ductions of at least 25 per cent in 
salaries and certain other taxes, be- 
fore legislation was passed raising 
taxes, was turned back to the Sen- 
ators by the Governor, in a-special 
message, saying he had made sub- 
stantial reductions. He said he 
could not make further ones, but 
invited the Legislature to make 
what reductions it saw fit. Donnel- 
ly based his bill on that invitation 
by the Governor. 

Cuts Range From 5 to 20 Per Cent, 

The bill applies to all salaries in 
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UTILITY MEN SAY 


excess of $1500 a year in all State 
departments, boards, bureaus and 
institutions, with the exception of 
the salaries of elective State offi- 
cials, Judges of the Circuit, Appel- 
late and Supreme Courts, and the 
State Highway Department. Sal- 
aries of Highway Department em- 
ployes were sharply reduced 
through appropriation limitations 


by the regular session of the 1933 
Legislature. 

Based on salaries that were paid 
in December of last year, salaries 
in excess of $4999 a year are cut 20 
per cent; those between $4500 and 
$4999, 17% per cent; $4000 to $4500, | 
15 per cent; $3500 to $4000, 12% 


; 


per cent; $3000 to $3500, 10 per cent; 
$2500 to $8000, 8% per cent; $1500 to 
$2500, 5 per cent. 

The bill would limit all State em- 
ployes, traveling on official busi- 
ness, to expenditure of not more 
than $3.50 a day for lodging and. 
meals, and not more than 5 cents 
a mile for the use of their own au- 
tomobiles for official purposés. 

There now is no definite limit on 
daily expense accounts, except as 
may be fixed by department heads, 
and the mileage allowance for use 
of privately owned automobiles on 
State business has been 6 cents a 
mile. ; 

Emergency Measure. 

The reductions, proposed as a 
temporary and emergency measure, 
would be effective until Dec. 31, 
1934, but could be continued in 
force by a subsequent Legislature. 

“T have not had time to figure out 
what these reductions will save an- 
nually,” Donnelly said, “but it will 
be a substantial amount. This bill 
is aimed at salaries in the higher 
brackets, and gets at officials and 
State employes who have not al- 
ready taken cuts. Most of the De- 
partment heads have not taken re- 
ductions.” 

Senator Kelley of Pineville, raised 
a question of the constitutionality 
of the bill, based on the point of 
whether it was authorized by the 
Governor’s message to the Legisla- 
ture. 

“I don’t know whether you were 
sitting on the front row when the 
Governor delivered the message,” 
Donnelly said, thereby referring to 
the vigorous manner in which the 
Governor passed the salary cutting 
back to the Senate, “but he certain- 
ly specifically authorized the Legis- 
lature to go as far as it desired on 
salaries, and here is the bill,” 
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“BILLS WILL NOT 
HFLP THE JOBLESS 


Testify That Only 7 Pet. 
of Cost of Municipally- 
Owned Plants Would Go 
to Local Labor.

JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 14.— 
Mayors and other representatives of 
more than 25 Missouri municipali- 
ties were denied an opportunity to 
reply to arguments of public utility 
legislative agents cpposing Gov. 
Park’s public works bill in a hear- 
ing last night before the Senate 
Municipal Corporation Committee. 
The committee ruled the hearing 

was for the opposition only. 

The committee, in cutting short 
the hearing, declared proponents 
had their innirg in a hearing last 
Monday, One supporter, who had 
gained the floor through the im- 
pression of the committee that he 
was against the bills, promptly was 
ruled out of order. Requests of oth- 
er proponents not present last Mon- 
day for a chance to be heard were 
met by the committee voting to go 
into executive session. 

Undaunted by the committee de- 
cision not to listen to their argu- 
ments, the more than 50 representa- 
tives of the municipalities - retired 
to a corridor outside the cammittee 
room and had their own meeting. 
Several speakers urged the merits 
of the Governor’s bills to aid small- 
er cities and towns of the State to 
establish municipally owned gas, 
electric and water plants, and sewer 
systems. 

Rule for Speed Ignored. 

The “rump” hearing terminated 
when the committee ended its ex- 
ecytive meeting with its usual an- 
nouncement that action on the bills 
would be postponed for another 
week, unti] next Monday. Commit- 
tee members said no arguments 
would be heard then. A subcommit- 
tee was appointed to consider possi- 
ble amendments, but committee 
members were uncertain whether 
the amendments would be adopted, 
or any action taken on the bills 
next Monday. 

The chance of the bills for final 
passage, if they should get out of 
the committee with a favorable re- 
port, is not enhanced by the delays 
within the committee. The commit- 
tee has had the bills since last Oct. 
23, but has taken them up only 
once a week. A Senate rule re- 
quires a standing committee to 
make a report back to the Senate 
within 10 days after the bill was 
referred to the committee. The 
rule frequently is ignored, especial- 
ly when there is powerful opposition 
to a bill. 

Utility representatives appearing 


before the committee last night 
centered their oppogition on the 
gas and electric plants bill, and did 
net mention the waterworks and 
sewer bills. 

Argument of Utilities Men. 

Charles H. Mayer of 6t, Joseph, 
representing the Henry L. Doherty 
publie utility interests, q 
the constitutionality of the bills 
which would enable the municipali- 
ties of less than 75,000 population, 
by majority vete, te issue bonds for 
municipal utilities, to be retired out 
of plant earnings, He declared the 
bills were “a plain attempt” to 
amend constitutional provisions re- 
quiring a two-thirds vote for issu- 
ance of municipal bonds, and re- 
tirement of such bonds by proper- 
ty taxation under certain cireum- 
stances, 

He declared construction of such 
plants would result in an expendi- 
ture of not more than 7 per cent 
of the cost for loca] labor. 

“These are not relief bills for 
local labor,” Mayer said, ‘It is ab- 
surd te come here with these bills 
as relief measures, If you are go- 
ing into state or muniecipa) social- 
ism, let’s do it openly, Let’s not 
blame it on the misery of the un- 
employed, But for s sake don’t 
fool yourself into believing it is a 
relief measure, There is no relief 
in it,” 

Mayer declared passage of these 
bills would destroy credit of the 
municipalities, “This ig not the 
kind of a bill the Democratic par- 
ty of Missourj should pass,” Mayer 
said. “I find nothing in the Demo- 
cratic State platform that justifies 
such legislation. Will yeu attempt 
to undermine the Constitution and 


indulge in this kind of socialistic 


legislation? 
Union Electric Man Heard. 


Albert C, Laun, representing the 
Union Electric Light & Power Co., 
of St. Louis, opposed the electric 
plant bill. He charged passage of 
the bills was being advocated by 
oil engine salesmen desiring to sell 
equipment to municipalities, and 
by “so-called municipal engineers.” 

Laun said a city which built a 
municipal electric plant sacrificed 
for its citizens the protection of 
the Public Service Commission, as 
municipal electric plants are not 
subject to State regulation of rates. 

He said electric rates in 16 Mis- 
souri towns with municipal plants, 
cited in a survey report furnished 
to legislators, were 41 per cent 
higher than in comparable towns 
served by Union Electric. He as- 
serted taxpayers would not be bene- 
fited by municipal electric plants 
and cited summarized figures 


‘fending to show per capita taxes 


were higher in Missouri cities with 
municipal plants than comparable 
ones served by the Union Electric. 
Farmers of the State would suffer 
an additional tax burden, through 
such legislation, Laun said, to make 
up for tax exemptions that would 
result from municipal ownership of 
utilities.

ties, who declared the bills were

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NORTH ENDERS WANT 
T0 SAVE WATER TOWER 


Business Men’s Committee to 
Ask Mayor to Keep Lights 
Burning There. 


The North St. Louis Business 
Men’s Association, which put the 
(present) lights on the Water Tow- 
er, wishes to keep the lights there, 
and to keep the classic 150-foot pil- 


lar in its place beneath the lights. 
A committee from, the association 
will call this week on Mayor Dick- 
mann and Water Department offi- 
cials, Water Commissioner Daily 
having recommended that the tow- 
er at East Grand boulevard and 
Twentieth street be demolished. It 
has not been used for water stor- 
age since 1912, and now needs 
painting and repairs estimated to 
cost $1050. 

J. W. Bechtold, chairman of the 
association’s aviation committee, 
said the committee would urge the 
value of the tower as an adjunct 
to the city airport. The North St. 
Louis Business Men’s Association, 
four years ago, raised funds for the 
three beacons of 8,000,000 candle- 
power each that are now in use on 
top of the tower, two of them sta- 
tionary and one revolving. The as- 
sociation also installed the appara- 
tus that regulates the beacons. The 
city has paid for the lighting cur- 
rent. 

“The beacons are of value in 
guiding aviators to Lambert-St. 
Louis Field and to the East Side 
ports,” Bechtold said. “Local pi- 
lots are aided by them in foggy 
weather. 

“Architects have told us that the 
tower is a perfect example of the 
Corinthian column, and should be 
preserved for its artistic merit.” 

The white circular tower, which 

has given its name to the surround- 
ing business and residence district, 
was built in 1870, at a cost of $45,- 
000. An auxiliary tower, square 
and of red brick, was built in 1884 
at Blair avenue and Bissell street 
at a cost of $80,000. It is still used 
by the Water Department, but is 
not adapted to displaying beacons 
as is the older tower, which has a 
flat and open top. 
The late Julius Lehmann, mem- 
ber of the House of Delegates from 
a North St. Louis ward, claimed 
credit for the arc lights that the 
city formerly kept on top of the 
tower. For many years, political 
meetings throughout the city were 
enlivened with the cry, “Who put 
the lights on the Water Tower?” 
“Yulius Lehmann did,” would be 
the answer, and this would bring 
the reply, “The hell he did,” or 
some similar derisive utterance.

IS WDENTIFIED IN 
HAMM KIDNAPING 


Eye-Witness to Abduction 
Steps From Stand and 
Points to Willie Sharkey 
as Driver of Car.

ST. PAUL, Minn., Nov. 14.—Wil- 
lie Sharkey, one of Roger Touhy’'s 
three co-defendants in the Hamm 
Kidnaping trial, today was identi- 
fied as the driver of the car in 
which William Hamm Jr. was kid- 
naped last June 15. Sharkey’s ac- 
cuser was Daniel L. Rush, 25 years 
old, a St. Paul clerk. 

Rush said that he was standing 
on the corner of Greenbrier and 
Minnehaha avenues, shortly after 
noon of the day Hamm was _ kid- 
naped. He observed the two men 
who forced Hamm into the black 
sedan, but declared he could not 
identify them. 

At the moment the _ millionaire 
brewer was thrust into the automo- 
bile Rush was on the opposite cor- 
ner. He said: 

“I saw the automobile come up, 
but didn't notice it particularly. 
Then 1 saw that Mr. Hamm _ was 
gone from the corner and so were 
the two gentlemen who had stepped 
up to him. I thought nothing of 
it, and began crossing the street, 

“While I was crossing, this car 
went past me.” 

District Attorney Sullivan asked 
Rush if he saw the driver of the 
car in the courtroom. Rush said 
he did, and stepped down from the 
witness stand and walked over to 
the counsel table, where the four 
Chicago hoodlums were sitting with 
their attorneys. 

He stepped up to Sharkey and 
pointed to him, saying: “This is 
the man.” 

Touhy Also Is Identified. 

Arthur C. Kliefgen, clerk in the 
Cc. J. Thomas drug store, testified 
that a man he never had seen be- 
fore entered the store late the night 
of June 16, purchased cigarettes, 


and walked to the back of the 
store. 
Five minutes after he departed 


the telephone rang and a man rep- 
resenting himself as W. W. Dunn, 
city sales manager of the Theo. 
Hamm Brewing Co., told Kliefgen, 
he testified, that the man had left, 
a letter in a booth. 

Kliefgen got the letter and at 
Thomas’ direction, delivered it to 
Dunn. Not until about two hours 
later, when Kliefgen was called to 
the police station, was he aware he 
had delieverd a ransom note, he 
said. Another witness, Dr. H. C. 
Labissioniere, a dentist, who was 
in the store at the time; was asked, 
“Do you see anyone here who re- 
sembles the man who entered the 
Thomas drug store last June?” 

“Yes, I do,” he replied. 

Hamm Repudiates Testimony. 

Labissoniere hurried down from, 
the stand, and pointed directly at 
Touhy. Touhy did not change his 
expression. 

Hamm’s refusal yesterday to iden- 
tify Edward (Father Tom) McFad- 
den, one of the defendants, as one 
of his abductors after he had made 
positive identification of McFadden 
last Friday, was a blow to the Gov- 
ernment’s case.

Forest Young, 37-year-old switch- 
man, was taken to the St. Clair 
County Jail at Bellevilel today after 
a Coroner’s verdict of murder at an 
inquest in East St. Louis in the 
death of his wife, whom he shot 
yesterday. 

Young did not take the stand but 
last night he related, in a signed 
confession, his marital history with 
his third wife, which began nine 
months ago when he met Mabel 
Marie Cooper, 15 years his junior, 
included two marriages, a divorce 
and a separation, and ended with 
her murder in a beauty shop where 
she was employed. 

Her engagement and wedding 
rings, which had been the subject 
of numerous quarrels because of 
her refusal to wear them, served 
yesterday as the mute message 
which infuriated Young to the 
t-int of buying a revolver and re- 
turning to kill his wife. 

Learning that her brother-in-law, 
Richard Lewis, 508 Washington 
avenue, Venice, where she had been 
living since their most recent sepa- 
ration, had told her to leave his 
home, Young said he went to the 
beauty shop on the second floor of 
the Josephine building, 301 Collins- 
ville avenue, and pleaded with her 
to return to their home. 


Returns His Rings. 


“If you don’t want to come home, 
don’t say anything, just hand me 
the rings,” he related he told her. 
She handed him the rings. 

Young went to a nearby pawn- 
shop and bought a revolver from a 
Negro who was offering it for sale 
for $1. Returning to the beauty 
shop, he found Miss May Thornton, 
proprietor, who. had been present 
during the first conversation, was 
out. Locking the door, he again 
asked his wife to return to him. 

Young said he charged his wife 
with infidelity but suggested she 
return that they might start over 
again. She did not answer. 

“Do you want to sit there and 
see me die?” Young asked, accord- 
ing to the confession. It continues: 
“IT pulled the gun and I don’t re- 
member anything until I shot my 
wife and heard her scream. Then 
I walked across the hall to a pho- 
tographer’s studio and asked them 
to call police.” : 


Four Shots Fired. 
Police found Young sitting in the 


studio. They already had been 
called by Dr. Lafayette Green, 
whose office adjoins the beauty 


shop. He had heard a shot and 
finding the door locked had gone to 
the studio to telephone police to 
investigate. Then three more shots 
sounded from behind the _ closed 
door. 

Dr. Green reported that he, the 
photographer, E. F. Brockmeyer, 
and a woman assistant retreated to 
a back room when Young entered 
flourishing the revolver and _ de- 
manding to know who had called 
police. 

Records show the first marriage 
of the Youngs was last April 3 and 
that she obtained a divorce on 
grounds of cruelty June 16. They 
were‘remarried July 6 and had 
lived together at 321% [Illinois for 
varying intervals since that time. 

Young’s first wife, according to 
East St. Louis police, was Miss 
Grace Chaney of East St. Louis. 
Within a year after their marriage 
in 1926, she obtained a divorce. 
They were remarried and she again 
divorced him in 1930. : 
In 1931, Young married Miss Mar- 
thaline Near of East St: Louis and 
they moved to Grand Junction, 
Colo., wheré*she was killed in July, 
1932, when she drove her automo- 
bile over a cliff.

Patrolman Oscar Fink of the 
Dayton Street District, had dropped 
into the resort, known as the Co- 
lonial Club, about 12:30 a. m., and 
was leaving by the front door when 
he heard the shot. Rushing back 
he found the proprietor, William 
King, standing beside the table at 
which the Armstrongs had been 
seated, holding the pistoi, his arms 
raised. 

Statement by King. 

King declared, however, he had 
been at the bar in front when the 
shot was.fired, and ran back to in- 
vestigate. He was unable to ac- 
count for the pistol in his hand, 
saying he had no gecollection of 
picking it up. 

The father, wounded in the left 
thigh by the bullet that killed his 
son, at first offered no explanation. 
“Let it go,” he said disconsolately 
in response to inquiries, “Let it go.” 
The mother, Mrs. Lillian Arm- 
strong, 23 years old, said she had 
been watching the dancers on the 
floor and did not see the shot fired. 

A piano was being played, and 
eight or nine pairs were moving 
about the dance flocr in the sub- 
dued light provided by Japanese 
lanterns when the shot startled 
them. 

Armstrong handed the baby to 
his wife, saying: “Il think he’s 
shot,” and the mother ran with the 
child in her arms to the sidewalk 
just as a cruising police car was 
passing. She put the baby on the 
sidewalk, and fainted. 

The policemen, Wesley Oliver and 
George Julka, noting the child was 
gravely hurt, took the mother and 
her son to City Hospital. As one 
of the policeman picked up the 
child, it wrapped its arms about his 
neck and in a frightened whisper 
said: “Oh, my!” When they reached 
the hospital it was dead. 

Father Employed py King. 

Armstrong is employed as a bar- 
tender in a saloon in the basement 
of the Gayety Theater Building, 
Fourteenth and Locust streets. He 
had closed up that establishment 
for the night, and with his wife 
and son had stopped at the Colonial 
Club to see King, who formerly 
operated the Gayety saloon. 

The pistol was a 45 caliber auto- 
matic which Armstrong had ac- 
quired recently in exchange for 
drinks dispensed at the Gayety sa-’ 
loon. He said he was unfamiliar 
with the workings of the weapon, 
did not know that it was loaded, 
and had taken it from the saloon 
last night because he wanted to get 
rid of it. 

Armstrong formerly was em- 
ployed as a chauffeur by Verne 
Lacy, criminal lawyer, for whom 
the baby was named. Lacy, the 
parents said, was the child’s zod- 
father.

properties which pay no taxes. Let 
us see how the Union Electric 
stands as a taxpayer.

FIST AT SENATOR 
IN LOUISIANA ROW 


Attorney for Broussard and 
New Orleans Man Cited 
for Contempt at Overton 
Election Hearing. 


By the Associated Presa. 

NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 14.—Amid 
hoots and catcalls from the specta- 
tors, Edward Rightor, counsel for 
former Senator Edwin Broussard, 
and Francis Williams, New Orleans 
political leader, today were cited 
for contempt of the special Senate 
committee investigating the elec- 
tion of Senator John H. Overton by 
the acting chairman, Senator Logan 
(Dem.), Kentucky. 
Senator Logan shouted for Unit- 
ed States Marshals to get the 
names of the disturbers and bring 
them before the bar and he would 
cite all of them for contempt for 
their “shameless conduct.” No 
names were obtained, however. 
The outbreak came after Rightor 
had read a statement on behalf of 
his client, former Senator Brous- 
sard, saying that “they had lost 
confidence in the committee” and 
were withdrawing from the investi- 
gation as they had become con- 
vinced that the inquiry had “de- 
generated into an effort to purify 
Huey P. Long and whitewash this 
investigation.” 

Long on Stand. 

Senator Long, whose political or- 
ganization had supported Senator 
Overton had just left the witness 
stand when Rightor took the floor. 

Concluding his statement, Right- 
or said:

“Get out from in front of this 
committee and stay away from 
here,” yelled Senator Logan, who 
has been conducting the inquiry 
with Senator Thomas.

Dictates Citation Order. 

Logan then began dictating a con- 
tempt citation to the official ste- 
nographer and the erowd burst 
forth with catcalls and hoots that 
enraged the Kentucky Senator. 

“We are here to hear evidence 
from witnesses, but the committee 
has not been supplied with a single 
witness, Logan said. , 3 

Rightor said he had furnished the 
list o8 witnesses to the committee 
investigator, John G. Holland, and 
that he no longer had them. 

“But we can’t get them from the 
investigator,” said Logan. P 

“Then why didn’t you fire him?” 
asked Rightor. “I would fire him 
in a minute if I were on a com- 
mittee that he had said had ‘a yel- 
low streak down its back.’” 

Logan said Holland’s case would 
be handled when Chairman Con- 
nally arrived. 

Offers to Quit as Chairman. 

Later in the hearing Logan 
apologized to Rightor and offered 
to resign as acting chairman in 
favor of Senator Thomas.

HAVA:..., Nov. 14.—Col. Fulgen 
cic Batista, Army Chief of Staff, 
ordered the arrest of Guillermo 
Martinez Marquez, director of the 
newspaper Ahora, early today, ap 
parently in line with the Govern- 
ment’s policy of curbing what it 
considers false news.

Antonio 
Ramos and Capt. Gil Abad Ferrer 
were killed, and Private Raul Fal-' 
con was graveley wounded. Mili- 
tary authorities established that the 
fight between the Captain and the 
Sergeant was a purely personal 
one and said Ramos, after awaiting 
his chance, shot the Captain, who 
was the commanding officer of the 
barracks. In the resulting confu- 
sion, they said, Falcon was shot.

House of Bishops Tables 


Protest Signed by 2115, 


Against Service Held in 


St. Louis.

Other Petitions Hostile to 
Bishop Scarlett’s Action 
Withdrawn Before Vote 
Is Taken.

A petition signed by about one- 
third of the Episcopal clergymen in 
the United States revived before 
the House of Bishops at Daven- 
port, Ia, last week the national 
controversy evoked in the church 
by the holding of a union com- 
munion service in Christ Church 


Cathedral. 

Signed by 2115 clergymen, the pe- 
tition was directed against the ser- 
vice and sought to forbid similar 
services in the future. 

After an hour and a half of dis- 
cussion the liberal wing of the 
church—of which Bishop William 
Scarlett of Missouri, who spon- 
sored the service, is a leader—won 
a victory when the Bishops voted 
unanimously to adopt a committee 
report which in effect tabled the 
petition. The report recommended 
merely that the receipt of the pe- 
tion be formally acknowledged. 

The adoption of the petition not 
only would have placed leaders of 
the church on record as opposed to 
interdenominational communion 
services, but would have inferential- 
ly constituted a rebuke to Bishop 
Scarlett, who emphasizes consistent- 
ly the doctrine of church unity. 

Hostile Petitions Dropped. 

It was reported that leaders of 
the Anglo-Catholic or ritualistic 
group in the church, who sponsored 
the petition, had planned to intro- 
duce one specifically requesting 
that Bishop Scarlett be censured 
for his attitude towards such ser- 
vices. Lacking sufficient signa- 
tures, it was not introduced. 

Opponents of the service intro- 
duced two additional resolutions, 
one urging the House of Bishops 
to affirm the position of the peti- 
tioners, ade the other urging it to 
declare intercommunion as a goal 
of church unity rather than a 
means. Both were withdrawn be- 
fore being brought to a vote. 

The attack on intercommunion 
services, based on the service at 
Christ Church Cathedral in May, 
1932, at the conclusion of the second 
session of the St. Louis Christian 
Unity Conference, was based prima- 
rily on a feeling of the high church 
group that they represent an abrupt 
departure from ritualistic tradition. 

Liberal Stand. 

The liberal group, embracing 
many low churchmen, took the po- 
sition in the long discussion that 
the Episcopal Church today is 
“comprehensive” and that its Bish- 
ops are not cast in one mold, but 
should have the “widest liberty and 
tolerance.” 

Protestant clergymen of seven de- 
nominations, including Bishop Scar- 
lett and Bishop Frederick Foote 
Johnson, retired, whom Bishop 
Scarlett succeeded, participated in 
the services here. 

About 100 of the 125 Bishops in 
the Episcopal Church participated 
in the meeting of the House of 
Bishops at which Dr. Scarlett was 
formally appointed as Bishop of 
Missouri.

New Bonds to Be Issued Under

The Lewis and Clark bridges over 
the Mississippi River at Alton, were 
sold at foreclosure today, as a step 
in reorganization. The properties 
were sold to a committee repre- 
senting the bondholders, which bid 
$300,000. ; 

The committee will turn the 
bridges over to a syndicate headed 
by H. H. Ferguson of Alton, which 
will pay the reorganization ex- 
penses, estimated to be as much as 
$100,000, and will issue new bonds to 
bondholders. Holders of $1,712,- 
500 of first mortgage 7 per cent 
bonds will get 5 per cent. first mort- 
gage bonds on which interest pay- 
ments need not exceed 3% per cent 
for two years unless earnings jus- 
tify. 

Holders of $651,900 in 7 per cent 
debenture bonds will get 4 per cent 
second mortgage bonds. The 
bridges, built by the Alton-St. Louis 
Bridge Co., were completed in 1928 


and the company went into receiv- 
ership last March. The 50,000 shares 
of no-par-value common stock, dis- 
tributed among the promoters and 
debenture buyers, is wiped out in 
the reorganization.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 14.—Gen. 
Hugh S. Johnson, National Recov- 
ery Administrator, returns to Wash- 


ington and the problems awaiting 
settlement there today after declar- 
ing in an address here that the re- 
covery act is “the people’s law” and 
is most concerned with “the little 
fellow.” This was the final address 
of his tour of the Mississippi basin. 

Speaking befpre more than 10,- 
000 persons and interrupted several 
times by applause, Johnson in his 
speech last night denied that NRA 
“has censored the radio” and said 
the public is not being misled “by 
the tom-tom beating of powerful 
people whose own purposes are 
crossed” by statutes such as the 
NRA. 

Johnson said American Federa- 
tion of Labor figures show that 
4,000,000 men have returned to work 
since the Recovery Administration 
began operations. The NRA, he 


continued, “perhaps bears heavier | 


on some groups than on others... 
but that is not new in our history.” 
To Protect the People. 
He pointed to pioneers in the set- 
tlement of Kentucky, such as Dan- 
iel Boone, who “took the warpath 
for little pay and even less glory,” 
and said “they were giving them- 
selves to protect their people... 
that is what NRA seeks to give 
everybody an opportunity to do.” 
Referring to businesses and codes, 
Johnson said “we would like to see 
them al! in trade associations that 
can look out for the welfare of all 
of them, with the Government 
standing by only to see to it that 
the game is on the level and that 
nobody cheats.”

‘Serious Situation’ Forecast in 
Press, if America Fails to 
Understand That.

MOSCOW, Nov. 14.—The state- 
ment that “a serious situation” may 
arise in the discussions between 
President Roosevelt and Maxim 
Litvinoff at Washington if § the 
American Government insists on 
guarantees from the Soviet Gov- 
ernment regarding the main points 
in dispute before recognition can 


be granted—made in a Tass News 
dispatch from New York, Nov. 11— 
was published prominently in morn- 
ing newspapers today. 
The dispatch, which represents 
the nearest Soviet official reaction 
published since the conversations 
between the.Russian Foreign Com- 
missar and the American President 
at Washington began—it never 
would have found its way into the 
Soviet press if it did not represent 
opinion here—called attention to 
editorial comment in leading Amer- 
ican newspapers. 

This comment, it said, was that 
the demand by the United States 
for agreement on the questions at 
issue before recognition was hold- 
ing up the completion of the nego- 
tiations. 

“If these comments represent the 
serious opinions of responsible of- 
ficials, as is supposed in well-in- 
formed circles, a serious situation 
may result,” the dispatch said. 
“Sympathizers of normal relations 
between the United States and the 
U. S. S. R. wonder whether the 
State Department understands the 
firmness of the Soviet Government’s 
position that it is not inclined to 
discuss such questions as debts and 
counter-claims ‘before the estab- 
lishment of normal diplomatic re 
lations. ! 

“It is feared in these circles that 
some officials ignore the fact that 
other Governments have tried to 
shake the position of the Soviet 
Government on this question and 
that all such attempts have come 
to inevitabie failure. 

“These officials should under- 
stand that the Soviet position has 
not changed, but on the contrary 
has strengthened, and they must 
assume responsibility for the pos- 
sible consequences.”

TWO MILK FIRMS 
THAT GUT PRICES 


Federal Farm Administra- 
|. tion for First Time In- 
- wokes Its Power to Cancel 
. Dealer Permits. 


By the Agsociated Press. 

+ WASHINGTON, Nov. 14.—The 
Federal Farm Administration yes- 
terday revoked the licenses of two 
milk dealers in the Philadelphia 


area. 
The orders, in effect, forbade F. 
S. Miley of Ephrata, Pa. and 
Stanley R. McCoy of Hagerstown, 
Md., to continue operating a ‘milk 
business because they were charged 
with violating the Philadelphia 
milk marketing agreement by pay- 
ing farmers less and charging con- 
sumers less than the prices fixed. 
The orders become effective Nov. 
20, and if the two distibuters 
meanwhile do not obtain reinstate- 
ment they will be subject to a fine 
of $1000 for each day’s operation 
without a license. 
It was the Farm Administration’s 
first exercise of this power. It kas 
under consideration charges  in- 
volving more than 100 individuals 
and concerns accused of violating 
the Chicago marketing agreement, 
and there are a number of other al- 
leged violations in the Philadelphia 
area. 

Tugwell Signs Order. 
Revocation was the weapon given 
to the administration to enforce 
agreements through which it in- 
tends to fight price-cutting and to 
seek higher returns for producers 
of farm commodities, principally 
milk, tobacco, fice, vegetables, 
fruits and special crops. 
When an agreement goes 
effect under the farm act it is cred- 
ited with having “the force and ef- 
fect of law,” and minorities refus- 
ing to sign it become subject to its 
provisions when licensing provis- 
ions are ordered. 

R. G. Tugwell, Assistant Secre- 
tary of Agriculture, acting in the 
absence of Secretary Wallace, 
signed the revocation orders. 
Miley, operating as the Fairview 
Dairy, was notified on Sept. 22 to 
show why his license should not be 
suspended or revoked after alle- 
gations that he violated the Phila- 
delphia agreement had been listed. 
He filed a written answer on 
Sept. 30, in which, farm adminis- 
trators said, he admitted buying 
milk from producers at $1.40 a 
hundred pounds and selling at 8 
cents a quart retail. 

Provisions of Code. 
The Philadelphia agreement pro- 
vides that distributers must pay 
producers a minimum of $2.42 a 
hundred weight f. o. b. plants in 
Lancaster, Chester and Berks 
counties. It also specifies that the 
retail price for Class B milk, the 
variety commonly sold, shall be 11 
cents a quart. 
Miley asserted that he did not 
agree or consent to a license or the 
agreement and that he was not 
violating the agreement on the 
ground that his operations did not 
involve interstate commerce. 
The revocation order held that 
“the marketing of milk produced in 
the Philadelphia milk shed and the 
distribution of milk in the Phila- 
delphia sales area are both in the 
current of interstate commerce.” 
The Farm Administration takes the 
position that virtually all milk dis- 
tribution involves interstate com- 
merce because of inter-relation- 
ships of prices. 
McCoy, cperating as the People’s 
Favorite Dairy, was notified on 
Sept. 23 to show why his license 
should not be suspended or revoked 
and hearings were. held in his case 
here on Oct. 20. Administrators 
said he admitted that he and his 
employes and agents had, since Aug. 
25, distributed milk at 8 cents per 
quart in Hagerstown and that dur- 
ing the same period he had pur- 
chased milk from one producer at 
14 cents a gallon or $1.63 a hun- 
dred weight. Hagerstown is listed 
as part of the Philadelphia milk 
shed.

Foreign Minister Declares 
German ‘‘Exaltation” Is

turous Possibilities.”

PARIS, Nov. 14.—French fears 
of Chancellor Hitler’s foreign policy 
were openly acknowledged by Jo- 
seph Paul-Concour, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, in the Chamber of 
Deputies today. He declared Ger- 
man ° “exaltation” was “fraught 
with adventurous possibilities.” 

“It is perhaps,” he said, “a men- 
ace to European stability.” 

Paul-Boncour implied that a 
face-to-face talk between France 
and Germany had been refused by 
declaring: “No accord or alliance 
can be made except within the 
framework of the League of Na- 


tions.” 

Referring to the German elec- 
tions Sunday, which expressed Ger- 
man confidence in the government- 
al policy by an overwhelming vote, 
he said: 

“Hitler’s victory Sunday will ac- 
celenate the demands. Despite re- 
peated assurance of peace and re- 
gardless of the Government’s will, 
the underlying principles of the 
movement create risks which the 
neighbors dare not disregard.” 

It was regarded as significant 
that Paul-Boncour carried to the 
rostrum documents inclosed in the 
red, white and blue of the French 
flag. 

The Foreign Minister said France 
did not demand an_ investigation 
under Article 213 of the Versailles 
treaty of alleged German re-arm- 
ing because it would run the risk 
of having to enforce the provisions 
of the article alone, thereby imply- 
ing isolation. 

He declared flatly against any 
arrangement outside the League 
and said Ambassadors could nego- 
tiate but that the result would be 
submitted to the World War allies 
and an agreement filed with the 


League. 


Henderson Regrets Italy’s Apathy 

Since Germany Has Withdrawn. 
By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Nov. 14.—Arthur Hen- 
derson of Great Britain, discussing 
his threat to resign as president of 
the disarmament conference, ac- 
cused the nations of the world of 
unwillingness to conclude an arms 
convention, now that Germany had 
withdrawn from the parley. 

At the same time, Henderson ex- 
pressed disappointment that Italy 
had become merely an observer in 
the conference. 

It is thought Henderson will de- 
mand a special session of the 
League of Nations Council before 
allowing the conference to collapse. 

The American delegation is ad- 
hering to its policy that disarma- 
ment is fundamentally a European 
problem. 

Henderson said he could not re- 
main in Geneva indefinitely under 
conditions such as he has experi- 
enced recently. 2 


Mussolini’s Paper Says Election 

Shows Germany Backs Hitler.

ROME, Nov. 14.—Premier Musso- 
lini’s Milan newspaper, Popolo 
D’Italia, said today that further de- 
nunciation .of the so-called Hitler 
peril would be vain, now that the 
German elections had shown the 
convictions prompting his foreign 
policy were profoundly rooted in 
the spirit of the German people. 
“Whether Germany returns to Ge- 
neva (the League of Nations and 
the disarmament conference) or 
not,” the newspaper said, “the Pow- 
ers cannot ignore the state of mind 
of the German citizenry.” 

The newspaper called this revela- 
tion conducive to the tranquil at- 
mosphere needed for the resump- 
tion ‘of disarmament negotiations, 
“provided all parties are willing to 
recognize the reality of the situa- 
tion and the necessity of solving 
international problems in harmony

OMMENTING upon what happened last

FASE TRUSTEE CALLS 
MEETING OF CREDITORS 


}Conference in Washington to 


Be on Date of Reorgan- 
ization Hearing. 


John G. Lonsdale, co-trustee for 
the Frisco System, today said he 
would invite all the creditors of the 
Frisco, including stockholders and 
bond holders, to confer with him 
and his newly appointed counsel, 
Frank A. Thompson, in the confer- 
ence room of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission, at Washington, 
Nov. 24. 

That is the date set for a hear- 
ing by the Commission on the 
Frisco reorganization plan. Be- 
sides the bondholders and stock- 
holders, the principal creditor of 
the Frisco is the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation. Officials of the 
RFC have expressed opposition to 
the reorganization plan. 

“T cannot now discuss the com- 


some of the creditors,” Lonsdale 
said today to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, “but they are of such na- 
ture that I felt it advisable to call 
the conference, to get the views of 
all interests in this litigation.” 
The appointment of Thompson, 


made yesterday by Federal Judge 
Faris at Lonsdale’s request, served 
to make Lonsdale independent of 
the legal advice of E. T. Miller, 
who is counsel for the two trustees, 
Lonsdale and James M. Kurn, for- 
mer president of the Frisco. 

With independent counsel, Lons- 
dale would be in a position to bring 
@ proceeding, such as some credit- 
ors have demanded, against the 
former management of the Frisco, 
including Kurn as president. Judge 
Faris pointed to the possibility of 
such action when he said, in nam- 
ing Lonsdale and Kurn as trustees, 
that Lonsdale could act even 
though Kurn might be a defendant 
in court proceedings. The two were 
named co-receivers in November, 
1932, and their status was changed 
to that of trustees last September. 

Thompson has been associated 
with Lonsdale in the legal affairs 
of the Mercantile-Commerce Bank 
& Trust Co., of which Lonsdale is 


dent. Lonsdale said, in his request 
to the Court, that Thompson repre- 
sented no interest adverse to him or 
to any creditor. The Court fixed 
Thompson’s compensation at the 
rate of $10,000 a year.

Question—I know I roll too fast 
a ball, but when I try to slow it 
down I lose my control. How can 
I correct this difficulty? 


Answer—You have probably tried 
to slow your ball without slowing 
the steps of your delivery, and in 
doing this have broken your timing. 
After you bowl a while, the co- 
ordination between the swing of 
your ball and your steps is like that 
of your two hands in playing the 
piano; you can’t successfully slow 
one without slowing the other. So 
slow your steps down as you ap- 
proach the line and you will find 
your ball is slower. 


Question—Would you advise a 
hook to overcome a back-up ball? 
—T, W. 


Answer—It would be better to 
find the cause of the back-up ball, 
and correct that, rather than to try 
to develop a hook to get around 
the fault, There is generally a 
definite reason for your ball back- 
ing up, Either your own delivery 
of the ball or an incorrectly fitting 
ball. 
Question—Are all alleys the game 
length?—J. R. T, 
Answer—Practically always. The 
standard alley is 60 feet from the 
foul line to the middle of the head 
pin. Once in a while, in odd cor- 
ners of the country, we find pony 
leys, which are shorter and nar- 
rower than standard ten-pin alleys. 
Question—Which do you consider 
the better, a mottled or a black 
ball?7—-R. C. 

Answer—Just a matter of indi- 
vidual preference. The only differ- 
ence is that the mottled ball is a 
trifle harder in material, For that 
reason bowlers sometimes fee} that 
softer black ball will hook faster 
on the alley than a brown one.

TO JOIN -NEW 
PRO LEAGUE 


By the Associated Press. 
CHARLOTTE, N. C., Nov. 13.— 
Plans for organization of the Amer- 


ican Professional Football League 
along lines similar to those of the 
National League, were announced 
here today following conferences 
between professional football pro- 
moters in 10 states. 

S. A. Godman, owner of the Mem- 
phis Tigers, said Joe Carr of Col- 
umbus, O., president of the National 
League, was assisting in the plan, 
as are backers of the Charlotte 
bantams, St. Louis, Mo., Gunners 
and Oklahoma City, Ok., Chiefs. 

Godman said here the Gunners, 
Tigers and Chiefs preferred the 
new league to participation in the 
National League, to which they 
have been invited. He said Char- 
lotte, Atlanta and other teams were 
capable of holding their own 
against such teamis as those of the 
National League, and that there 
was no reason, therefore, for organ- 
izing a subordinate Southern cir- 
cuit. 

The league would be divided into 
Eastern and Western divisions as 
is the National, with Charlotte and 
Memphis division headquarters. 

Teams which have entered nego- 
tiations for entry into the Eastern 
division are Atlanta, Jacksonville, 
Washington, Baltimore, Winston- 
Salem. Prospects for the Western 
division, in addition to Memphis, 
Oklahoma City and St. Louis, in- 
clude New Orleans, Birmingham, 
Montgomery, Nashville, Chatta- 
nooga and Tulsa, Godman said. 


Robert A. Sampson, president of 
the Gunners, stated his club had 
been invited to become members by 
both the National and the Ameri- 
can Leagues, but no decision had 
been reached as to which the Gun- 
ners would join. 

He said that his idea at this time 
is that it would be more practic- 
able to belong to the American 
League as the idea, as he under- 
stood it, would be to include cities 
in this vicinity such as Detroit, 
Cleveland, Chicago, Milwaukee, 
Memphis, etc., in the Western divi- 
sion and cities farther east in an 
Eastern division with a playoff aft- 
er the season for the championship, 
the game to be played in a South- 
ern city. 

Sampson said the Gunners would 
definitely decide their course some 
time after the close of the present 
season, possibly next month.

LOW SCORING IS 
“BIG. FEATURE OF 
1933 FOOTBALL 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 14.—College 


football scoring, on the basis of 
performances thus far this season 
by teams representative of the en- 
tire country, has set a new low rec- 
ord, thereby adding weight to the 
arguments of coaches that the de- 


fense has gained the upper hand 
and, in effect, pretty well throttled 
the offense, 

Déspite the fact that most of the 
high scoring “breather” games are 
over, and only tight, low-point bat- 
tles lie ahead, average scores of 164 
teams have droped to 12.09. points 
a game. Over the entire season of 
19382, 159 elevens averaged 12.83 
points per game, a mark that was 
1.17 points under the lowest pre- 
vious average in the 11 years the 
Associated Press has kept such 


records. 
Downward Trend. 


The downward trend is all the 
more interesting in view of last 
winter’s major rule change, speci- 
fically devised to aid the offense, 
and eliminating the necessity for 
wasting a down to carry the ball 
outside after it had lodged close to 
the sidelines. Under this season’s 
code the ball automatically comes 
in 10 yards wherever it is downed 
closer than that distance to the 
boundary. 

Inasmuch as the major elevens, 
with the stubborn late November 
end early December games still 
ahead, scarcely can hope to aver- 
age two touchdowns per Saturday, 
there seems every liklihood of a 
further drop in the averages over 
the full season, and a correspond- 
ing increase in agitation this winter 
for more rule changes. 

Already Lou Little of Columbia, 
chairman of the Coaches’.Advisory 
Committee that meets with the 
Rules Committee, has opened the 
drive for further changes with the 
suggestion that football eliminate 
the “dead ball” provisions on fum- 
bles and blocked kicks. Columbia 
has averaged 18.33 points per game 
so far this season. 

Little had suggested, and several 
other head coaches have joined in 
the movement, returning to the old 
regulations, where fumbles and 
blocked kicks were free balls and 
could be picked up and advanced. 
Little believes that the “dead ball” 
rule, devised to aid the offense by 
increasing the use of the lateral 
pass through a decrease in the pen- 
alty for fumbling on this type of 
play, has not obtained its objective 
and has resulted only in com-lica- 
tions for offieials and players. 

So far this season, at least three 
major controversies arose over of- 

. ficial rulings on blocked kicks and 
fumbles, where referees either al- 


lowed the ball to be advanced or/g, 


hesitated long enough in their de- 
cisions to spike offensive threats. 


“Dead Ball” Favored. 


On the other hand, many coaches 
believe the “dead ball” rule not only 


is desirable, from the standpoint of |- 


fairness to the side losing posses- 
sion, but what it has encouraged 
the offense to take more chances 
than it would under the old “re- 
cover and run” regulations. 

Scoring averages have shown a 
steady downward trend from the 
high of a 19-point average set in 
1922 when figures were kept on only 
63 teams. By 1930 this average had 
dropped to 16 points per game and 
to 14 in 19381. 

The outstanding scoring failure 
this year has been Notre Dame, 
with only 12 points in six games, 
all counted against Indiana, Last 


year at this time the South Bend | Dueli 


machine had piled up 222 points. 

‘Michigan State, with a total of 
220 in eight games last year, has 
made 73 in seven this season, while 
Texas Christian, with 283 for 11 
contests, is down to 93 in eight so 
far this fall. Colgate, with 264, and 
Auburn, with 255, both total: for 
nine games last year, have set a 
much slower pace, the former drop- 
ping to 151 points in six matches, 
Auburn to 98 in seven.

‘errow—Contracting for a Slam 
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HE repeal of the prohibition 
T amendment will certainly bring 

about many changes in the 
daily lives of Americans, but the 
one in which, naturally, I have the 
greatest interest, is that of eating. 
I truly hope to see something of a 
revolution in the American eating 
habits, in that people will learn to 
eat for the enjoyment of eating; 
not merely to replenish the fuel 
that the machine may continue to 
work. 
And how? By learning to: eat 
more slowly. Americans eat too 
fast; they eat almost as a duty.

In European countries people 4l- 
ways take several hours to dine. 
On my trip through Europe I 
visited most of the leading cities 
of France, Spain, Italy and En- 
gland, and had an opportunity to 
study the eating and drinking hab- 
its of people at first hand. Many 
of us, perhaps, would call them 
gourmets, but they seem to get 
much additional enjoyment from 
life because of their pleasure in 
eating and drinking. In hotels and 
restaurants, every course is served 
with just the proper wine, cocktail 
or liqueur, and upon such a pro- 
cedure, most of the famous cafes 
have built their reputations. 


ANY of us, of course, recall 
the pre-prohibition etiquette 
followed in serving drinks with 
meals. However, since disuse may 
have made many of us forget all 
we may wisl to know, and to assist 
those who have during the past 13 
years lacked an opportunity to be 
informed in what almost became 
a forgotten art, I have arranged a 
list of courses and their suitable

The following list is for an 
American full course dinner: 
With hors d’oeuvres, serve

light wines, Sazerac, dry sherry, or 
sherry and bitters. 

Oysters, clams, etc., should be ac- 
companied br Sauterne, white Bur- 
gundy, light American wines, sher- 
ry, or any white wine. 

The soup—sherry, white Bur- 
gundy, light American wines, or 
Moselle. 

Fish or shell fish—Rhine wines, 
Moselles, American graves or white 
wines. 

With poultry and light entree 
serve Champagne, white Burgundy, 
still or sparkling, I-hine, Moselle, 
or Sauterne. 

With roasts, such as beef, mut- 
ton, lamb, pork, or ham—clarets 
from Medoc, Boileaux, Monople 
Champagne, St. Julienne, Pomard, 
and clarets. 

With game such as goose, ducks, 
and wild fowl always serve cham- 
pagne or red wines, either still or 
sparkling. 

With desserts, champagne is the 
proper drink. 

Chéese or fruits, call for cham- 
pagne or Port or Madiera. 

With the coffee—Champagne or 
liqueurs such as Benedictine, creme 
de menthe, Chartreuse, creme de 
cacoa, etc.

In the serving of drinks at a 
formal dinner, there is almost as 
much importance attached to the 
service, if one wishes to be a true 
connoisseur.

' Weather and Health 


BSERVATIONS of folk lore 
and by the man in the street 
are not infrequently very as- 
tute, but the deductions drawn 
therefrom are far-fetched. 
Thus, for example, bad smeils 
have been associated with illness, 
and pleasant odors with good 
health. 
The observation is fundamentally 
correct, but the deduction that 
good health might be maintained 


by carrying flowers or perfume is 
illogical and dangerous. 
Recently Dr. C. G. Simpson, 
rector of the British meteorologi- 
cal office, discussed the prevalent 
ideas concerning the 
weather on health. 
He pointed out that the only im- 
portant influence which weather 
has on the body is its extraction
